USE OF RED SULPHUKET OF ARSENIC 
DYEING. 


M. H. Labillardiere states that many use- 
ful colors may be obtained from this sub- 
stance. The colors are compounds of the 
sulphuret with oxide of lead, and may, ac- 
cording to M. Berzelius’s explanation, be 
considered as salts, in which the sulphuret 
plays the part of an acid : for, when the sul- 
phuret is dissolved in an alkali, and then 
mixed with a solution of copper, lead, or 
iron, the sulphuret forms an insoluble pre- 
cipitate, in combination with the oxide pre- 
sent. ‘The oxide of lead is the substance 
which M. Labillardiere has used as his mor- 
dant; the acetate of lead mingled with a lit- 
tle acetic acid, and thickened with roasted 
starch, is printed on the fabric. The bath 
is made by boiling three ounces of real gar, 
two ounces of potash, and one of slacked 
line, in a pot with water, and being modi- 
fied, gives various colors. ‘Thus calico, 
printed with acetate of lead, being immersed 
in this bath, with a certain quantity of ordi- 
nary potash, to be ascertained by experi- 
euce, acquires a red orange color; with cos- 
tic potash in certain proportions, a reddish 
brown is obtained; in larger proportions, a 
brown color is produced, if the temperature 
be not raised; if heat be applied, black, and 
many other colors, are produced, according 
to the quantities, the temperatures, &c.

FORGERIES OF HUNTON. 
Whenever Hunton’s name has been mention- 
ed, it has been accompanied by : he word ‘‘secu- 
rities,’’ and assertions that those ‘‘securities’’ 
were at least sufficient to indemnify the holder 
for the heavy losses which they have sustained. 
The securities have, however, been put to the 
test in the presence of our Reporter, at Garra- 
way’s Sale-rooms, and a paragraph appeared in 
the Morning Chronicle, of the following day, 
stating the particulars of the sale, in the follow- 
ing terins:— 

‘* Hunton’s Properntry.—Yesterday Hun- 
ton’s property at Layton was sold at Garraway’s 
by Mr. Farebrother. The room was crowded. 
The property was bought in for 3,450/. being 
the amount for which it was mortgaged prior to 
Messrs. Curtis having any right in it. The high- 
est bidder went to 3,100. The lease of the 
house in Bishopsgate-street was sold for 400i.’’ 

This paragraph was in direct opposition to 
the accounts which were supplied to the Even- 
ing papers of the day, and were copied into se- 
veral of the Morning Papers of the following 
day. In these accounts it was made to appear 








more than the forgeries committed by Hunton 
amounted to, and additional food was supplied 
for the pity of the community by an peo 5 we 
the strength of that pretended fact.—For the 
accuracy of our statement we refer to Alderman 
Farebrother’s books. With respect to the ex- 
tent of the forgeries of Hunton upon the house 
of Curtis and Company, they amounted, by the 
acknowledgment of Hunton himself, to nearly 
5,0002. Ofthis the bankers are now the best 
judges; and as they have neither admitted nor 
denied the truth of the acknowledgment, we 
may very fairly infer that it is entitled to credit, 
particularly as the admission was contained in 
the letter which Hunton wrote to the Editor of 
the Times, requesting that an error exaggerat- 
ing his offence might be corrected. What, 
then, became of the ‘‘securities?’’ 

They were, according to this most sure way 
of proving their value, very disproportionate to 
the sum which Hunton obtained upon his ficti- 
tious paper; and Hunton, as he paid no more 
thaw 3,000/. for the premises at Layton, must 
have known that, although the ‘* Securities” 
were calculated to blind his prosecutors, they 
were not sufficient to realize the amount of the 
incumbrances. The whole property of the con- 
vict, then, which made its way into the hands of 
the bankers, was the sum paid for the lease of the 
house in Bishopsgate-street, so that before the 
argument of securities be considered of any va- 
lidity, it must be proved that 400/. is a reasona- 
ble substitute for 5,000/. :

It was also stated yesterday by 
several commercial men in the presence of our 
Reporter, that the bankers had determined not 
to enfurce the payment of such of those bills as 
had been obtained under promises of punctual 
provision for them—in other words, where the 
parties had been imposed upon by the represen- 
tations of Hunton, that he would bear them 
harmless. Ifsuch be the ease, the charge of 


| **persecution even unto death,”’ brought against 


the firm, is not likely to operate very injurtously 
against those who bitught the offender to jus- 
tice. There is one circumstance to which tt # 
possible not to advert with satisfaction. Not- 
withstanding the numerous misrepresentations 
made by the friends of the convict, and the re- 
peated charge of inexorable severity against the 
bankers, there never has appeared one word, 
from them, questioning the fidelity.cf ‘a single 
accusation against themselves, or a single ap- 
probation of him, whom some have called their 
victim. It was even stated in several of the 
newspapers that one of the partners in the firm 
concealed before the Grand Jury, the fact of his 
having had the ‘‘securities,’’ ow which so mach 
stress was laid, deposited in his hands by the 

prisoner. Of the gross falsehood of this asser- 
tion, which was evidently made to serve the pri- 
soner by calumniating the bankers, the Grand 
Jury are ready to give theit most unqalified tee 
timony. Mr. Gibbs, of White Hart-court, was 
the Foreman of that Jury, and he has repeated- 
ly declared that the information wag volunteers 
ed, and given as unequivocally, af with as lit- 

tle hesitation, in the presence of ¢h@ Grand Jury, 
as Mr. Robarts gave it on the trial at the Old Bai- 
ley. Of this injurious falsehood, however, no ne- 
tice wastaken. The case of the prisoner passed 
up to the throne with all the advantages to which 
we have alluded, and with the cry of the publie 
in its favour; and not a little appears to have 
been advanced in aggravation of the offence for 
which he was, from the first, doomed to suffer 
death. Indeed, the caso of Burges, a boy of 
16, who was convicted of having induced an- 

other boy to obtain the amount of a forged 

cheque, was one upon which the Privy Council 
for a considerable time hesitated, in consequence 
of the great prevalence of a crime which the 
Legislature seems to think is to be checked by 

the hand of the executioner alone. 

If then the life of a boy, who had never before 
committed a forgery, narrowly escaped, what 
hope could be entertaimed that a man who had 
made forgery a trade would, upon being detected 
in one of his numerous delinquencies, receive a 
proof of the efficacy of Royal mediation? Hun- 
ton was a strange compound. Upon entering 
Newgate he disengaged himself fora time alto- 
gether from his own affairs, and entered with a 
great deal of apparent interest into the histories 
of innocence which his fellow-prisoners commu- 
nicated to him, and he was very desirous that 
the public should be made acquainted with his 
occupation, no doubt in the belief that the hu- 
manity of the task would be rewarded in him. 
Those who saw him constantly, believed him to 
be a man not possessed of the slightest fecling 
—the ignorant set him down as a person of the 
greatest fortitude. All commercial men who 
consider that forgery should be expiated by the 
surrender of lifo, are of opinion that Joseph Hun- 
ton could not be consistently spared, while thoes: 
who made all the hubbub about the availability. 
of the securities, admit that he could not make: 
a stand on that foundation.

in Dillon, we understand, proceeds in 
the Ana to England, in charge of the re- 
lica which he collected at the islands of Mani- 
eolo and Tecopia, or, as pronounced by the na- 
tives, Tuccdpees. 

It is @ curious fact, that the discovery of the 
wreck of La Perouse’s ships, arose out of a mas- 
@acre at the Feejee Islands, in 1813. T, 
ticulars of this massacre were publis 
Government Gazette of the 6th of Fe . 
1817, but as few of our readers may recollect 
the circumstance, we repeat them here :— 

Massacre ar tHe Feesee Istaxps.— 
From Mr. Dillon, master of the Elizabeth cutter, 
which sailed from hence in November last, as 
tender to the ship Hunter, Capt. Robson, we re- 
ceive the melancholy we epeegeny of - number 
of persons being unhappily cut off by the natives 
of an island called Highlya, among whom were 
three youths belonging to this colony, with 
whose parents and relatives’ we most sensibly 
lament their premature destiny. 

The ship arrived at the above islands for the 

focuring sandal-wood, &c., the 19th 
of Teheder’, and a not joined by the cutter, 
which had sailed from hence before her, till the 
lst of May. In the course of duty, the vessels 
were frequently from 50 to 60 miles apart; and 
by the beginning of September had procured a 
of about 150 tons of sandal wood, and 
two tons of beche le mar, which the Hunter has 
taken on with her to Canton. On the neighbour- 
Bern of Bough several Europeans and 
strangers had for some time resided in 
very social habits, and assisted in procuring the 
cargo. These persons were Charles Savage, 
John Graham, Michael M’Cave, Terence Duna, 
Joseph Atkinson, Wm. Williams, two Lascars, 
a Chinaman, and an Otaheitan. These persons 
‘ had done considerable service to the natives of 
= island, and were upon that account much 
ed by the Highlyans, with whom they 

' were frequently at war. 

About the 4th of September, a letter was re- 
ceived on board the cutter from Mr. Norman, 
chief officer of the ship, which was then about 


forty distant, informing the people that a 
plot had been formed to cv hess OF test, as all 
the ans, except himself and Captain Rob- 
e009, Were with the cutter, and afterwards fall 
the ship, which was manned with Lascars 
only, On receipt of this information, eight of 
natives who were considered the most for- 
in the design were made prisoners, and 
gent on board. The ship, in the mean time got 
» lost her false keel, and sustained much 
injury. The cutter likewise had been se- 
veral times aground, and for the safety of the 
Crews it was considered necessary they both 
sheuld be hove down and repaired. The friend- 
ly natives of Bough represented the step as dan- 
gerbus as long as the Highlyans were in posses- 
sion of their numerous canoes, with which they 
could attack them at pleasure in very large 
mumbers, and therefore advised the capture of 
theif eances. The appeaiance shortly after of 
a fleet of not lees than 150 well-maimed canoes 
seemed to justify the proposed measure; the fleet 
was attacked accordingly, and 14 canoes taken, 
in performing which one native of Highlya was 
unately killed. Four of the canoes be- 
fonging to the Chief of Meyenball, were re- 
stored to him, as he had no concern in the con- 
epiracy. While the assault upon the canoes 
was performing by the cutter, Mr. Norman had 
been no less active with the ship’s people, in 
actting firé to a native town, comprising about 
forty huts, one-half of which they destroyed. 

The next morning (Sept. 6, the cutter and 
ehip, in company, got all clear to have the cut- 
ter down; previous to effecting which the Bough 
natives strongly exhorted the Captain and Oth- 
cers to go on shore again, and take the remain- 
der of the boats, to prevent being attacked by 
them; and the advice was unfortunately ap- 
proved. ‘The vessels’ boats were manned with- 
out delay, and the people landed, under no ex- 

ctation that the inhabitants of the town had 
“ reinforced. 

The tide was now too low to get off the 
cables: a number of natives who showed them- 
selves, insulted the assailants with shouts and 
gestures, and in a passionate moment several 
huts were set on fire. The people from the 
vessels, unconscious of their danger, were sepa- 
rated into straggling parties; and lo! in an in- 
stant, as if by some signal given, they were on 
all sides surrounded by at least eight thousand 
armed men, assembled from all parts of the 
coast; possibly with intent to attack the vessels. 
Six of the Europeans. among whom were Mr. 
Norman M‘Cave, and Graham, confounded at 
the charge, threw down their muskets and ran 
towards the boats, but were intercepted, and 
massacred with spears and clubs. Nine others, 
among whom was Mr. Dillon, (who reports this 
tragical event,) collected themselves, with a de- 
termination to resist as long as they were able: 
they made for the summit of a hill near the seu, 
and six reached the top, but left three of their 
companions on the way, dead or dying of their 
spear and arrow wounds. 

As they were now beyond the reach of spears 
and stones, and by a high wind providentially 
shielded from the arrows, whole flights of which 
were blown out of their destructive course, they 
defended themselves with their muskets, the 
dread of which deterred their opponents from any 
attempt to ascend the hill; and in this hopeless 
state having coutinued several hours, a priest 
ventured to approach them with friendly ges- 
tures,and was welcomed up. The business of 
his mission was to promise them security, pro- 
vided they would release the eight natives who 
were prisoners in the —. Gladly consent- 
ing to this ition, one of the Europeans ac- 
ctrapanied the priest, who was of the highest 
order and consideration, down to the boats; he 
went on board, and the eight natives were re- 
leased accordingly; but during this interval two 
of the Europeans were, bv pacific signa and de- 
clarations, induced to quit the summit of the 
hill, and down among them, against the 
advices of Mr. D. and his two remaining com- 
panions, who, after refusing to follow their ex- 

» bad the mortification to see those also 

rish beneath the weight of innumerable wea- 

The defenders of the hill, being so re- 

duced in number, were now furiopsly assaulted 

- with stones and arrows upon all sides; but the 
muskets still kept them at a distance. 

After about four hours the priest, followed by 
the eight natives, appeared in viw, and hostili- 
ties were again suspended. They went up the 
hill, and proilered to conduct Mr. Dillon, and 
the two remaining companions, in safety to their 
boats, provided they would suffer them to carry 
their muskets, This proposal, after their treach- 
erous murder of the two who had inconside- 
rately ventured down among them, they would 
mot at all accede to; and while the priest was 
haranging on the policy of a compliance, Mr. 
Dillon got behind hun, and pressing the muzsle 
of his gun close against his back commanded 
him to proceed in a direct line for the boats, 
threatening him with instant death if he either 
hesitated, or if any of his people should attempt 
to attack them, or impede their passage. The 
priest nroceeded as directed; and as he passed 
along thought it prudent to remind his country- 
men that he was their chief divinity, and that if, 
through any rash act of theirs, he should lose 
his life, destruction would fall upon them all.— 
By a well-timed ace of mind, these three 

reons got safely to one of the boats; and were 
a im once more gaining their vessele—an 
event which but a few minutes before was beyond 
the reach of hope. Next morning, the 7th,“a party 
went oa shore with a considerable property, to 
offer a ransom for the bodies of their late ill-fated 
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companions—but, alas! not one ceuld be pro- 
duced; and the wretched cannibals replied to the 
request, that they bad been devo the night 
before! - . . ' 

All the persane whom we have already men- 
tioned as living among the natives of “4 ~ 
lost their lives in the melancholy contest, as did 
also Mr. Norman and Mr. Cox, officers, Hugh 
Evans, seaman, and a Lascar named Jonno be- 
longing to the vessel, in all fourteen persons. 
The same day (the 7th) theyl eft the dreadful 
place, and kept company as faras the New He- 
brides, where they (the Hunter and Elizabeth) 
parted the 22d ult. 

Captain Dillon’s two remaining companions, 
who escaped with him, were William Wilson and 
Martin Bushart. If Bushart and the Lascar, 
who also took refuge on board the Hunter, 
had returned to the island, they certainly would 
have been sacrificed, and under this impression 
they besought Captain Robson to give them a 
passage to the firet land he fell in with in the 
prosecution of his voyage to Canton. Having 
finally left the Feejees on the 12th of September, 
the Hunter made land on the 20th, which prov- 
ed to be the island of Tuccopeea, in lat. 12 de- 
grees 15 min. south and east long. 169 degrees. 
Here Bushart and the Lascar, with his wife, a 
Feejee woman, requested to be put on shore, and 
they were accordingly Jeft, and the ship pursued 
her voyage. 

In 1826, returning from Valparaieo in the St. 
Patrick, Captain Dillon came in sight of Tucco- 
peea, and curiosity prompted him to heave off 
the island, and ascertain whether the persons 
left there in 1813 were still alive. Both Martin 
Bushart and the Lascar appeared—when an old 
silver sword guard, in the possession of the latter, 
led to inquiries which terminated in the disco- 
very of the reliques obtained from the wreck of 
Perouse’s vessels on the coral reefs which sur- 
round Manicolo. Thus it is to the circum- 
stance of Bushart and the Lascar having esca- 
ped from the massacre at the Feejee Islands, and 
being accidentally landed at Tuccopeea, that 
we are indebted, for the information industrious- 
ly collected by Captain Dillon. 





MAYOR’S COURT. 
Paitape: puia, December Sessions, 1828, 
Brosman, vs. tae Union Canal Company of Pennsytva- 
nia. —— Stout and others, vs. the same. 

Present—George M. Dallas, Esq. Mayor; Joseph 
Reed, Esq. Record+r; and Aldermen Watson and Milnor. 

By the 13th section of the Act of Assembly, entitled 
“an Act to incorporate the Union Canal Company of 
Pennsylvania,” passed 2d of April, 1811, the company 
are authorized to enter upon all lands intended or sup- 
posed to be the proper route for the canal or lock navi- 
gation; to purchase the same, &c., and then this provi- 
sion follows: *‘ And in default of parchasing it shall be 
lawful for the Courts of Quarter Sessions, or the May- 
or’s Court in the city of Philadelphia, on the applica- 
tion of the owner of the said ground, or of the sa:d Pre- 
sident and Managers, to appoint three suitable and jadi- 
cious persons 0: any neighbouring county at their dis- 
cretion, or at the request of eithe: party, to award a ve- 
nire directed to the Sheriff of any adjoining county to 
summon a Jury of disinterested men in order to uscer- 
tain and report to the said Court what damages, if any, 
have been sustained by the owner of the said unde 
by reason of the said canal, or other work; which report, 
being conf.rmed by the court, judyment shall be entered 
thereon, and execution, on motion, may be issued in case 
of non-payment of the money awarded, with reasonable 
costs to be assessed by the Court, $c. 

The company, in pursuance of the powers rested in 
them by this section, emtered upon the lands of the plain- 
uffs in the above causes, and a Jury of inquisition bav- 
ing been held on the same days, upon a venire directed 
to the Sheriff of Lancaster county, damages were as- 
sessed in the first of the above cases at $325, and inthe 
latter at $50. These damages were paid by the compa- 
uy, but on a bill of costs i} $355 50 ($182 75 in each 
cuse) being presented, they objected to the amount. Tl.e 
court, at the suggestion of the ¢ v's co l, or- 
dered the sheriff to prepare a second bill, the first being 
decmed too general in its terms. This order was com- 
plied with by the sheriff and another bill was presented, 
reducing the total of costs to §239 20; §119 60 being 
charged in Bosiman's, and the same in Stout's case. 

The matter came before the court on a motion by 
the plaintiffs attorney to issue execution for the whole 
amount charged by the Sheriff of Lancasicr county. 

J. C. Biddle and Binney for the company, after sta- 
ting the peculiar hardship of the case, inasmuch as their 
clients had in the first instance offered to pay a greater 
sum in damygee than had been finally awarded by the 
jury, contended in the first place, that all compensatory 
fees or compensations for services not specified in the 
fee-bill had been expressly abolished by the 26th sec. of 
the act of 28th March, 1814, and that consequently the 
court could allow none other than those contained 
therein. 

That in the next place, admitting that the act did not 
preclade the court from the exercise of their discretion 
in these cases, the fee-bill furnished the best standard 
by which to regulate that discretion. 

The analogy to services mentioned in that bill was 
very striking. That as tothe charge of $119 60 in each 
case, it was altogether objectionable, because the same 
jury performed both views, and made but one journey 
from their homes, It having been repeatedly decided in 
the instance of juries and arbitrators, that they were to 
be paid only a certain.sum per diem, no regard being 
had to the number of cases gone through in each day.— 
‘he counsel cited several cases to this point, and further 
objected that many of the items claimed were excessive 
and unreasonable, to show which, they entered into a 
minute examination of the bill. In conhelusion they sta- 
ted that as the decision of the Court would form a pre- 
cedent for future cases, it was important to the commn- 
nity, as well as the Union Canal Company, that the 
rule should be settled. 

Hall, for plaintiffs, considered the charge of the She- 
riff reasonable; he referred to the sentence ‘* specified 
in this or some other Act of Assembly,” contained in 
the above section, as iacluding all acts ia which a parti- 
cular compensation was provided. ‘That the Act of In- 
corporation having been passed in 1811, was one com- 
prised in that exception. 

That the court were to assess reasonable costs. The 
fee-bill was to be entirely disregarded ; for, if followed, 
it would vot aiford a ‘* reasonable compensation.” 

Mr. Keeorder Reed delivered the opivion of the 
Court. After stating the case, he proceeded— 

The only question for decision is, whether the Legis- 
lature intended, by the use of the terms ‘ reasonable 
costs,” to vest in the court a discretionary power to al- 
low what they thought a ‘just compensation for the ser- 
vices rendered, a quantum meruil, which may vary ac- 
cording to circumstances, as they respect the sheriff, the 
jurors, or the parties. ‘Ihe exercise of this uncontrolla- 
ble authority 1s urged by the plaintiffs’ counsel, repre- 
senting on this occasion the sheriff and jurors. 

On the part of the defendant. it is contended that by 
the act of Assembly of 1814, and the decision of the 
Supreme Court, (1 Sergeant and Rawle, 505 ; 5th do. 
198,) all compensatory fees are prohibited ; this Court 
must of necessity be governed by the fee bill, which pro- 
vides tor services of the same nature on process issued 
from other courts, and which, even if a discretion be ex- 
ercised, affords a safe standard by which such allowances 
may be regulated. 

Although there is no doubt the Legislature intended by 
the actof 1814 to abolish all fees, usually denominated 
compensatory fees, declaring that if any officer shall 
charge fees, except those provided by law, or if the 
Judges shall allow fees for services not specified in some 
act of Assembly, it shall be a misdemeanor in otfice.— 
It may however be reasonably doubted, whether the 
prohibition did not extend merely to fees for services 
which had been before who!ly anprovided for by law. 
Tne fees now in question are, in our opinion, not of the 
same description wich those on which the legislative 
prohibstion was meant to operate. They are for ser- 
vices, which may, by a natural analogy, be said to be 
expressly provided tor in the fee bill, and for which a 
specific compensation is directed. Had the Legislature 
intended to deprive the Court of its discretionary power, 
it is aatural to suppose that a term liable to misconcep- 
tion would not have been retained, but a simple unequi- 
vocal reference wovld, in all similar cases, have been 
made to analogous items in the fee bill. 

In sudseqnent acts there is great diversity of expres- 
siva. This irregularity, of the preservation of the 
phrase “ reasouabie costs,’ in some cases, and its ocea- 
sivnal oroission in others, convinces us, that compensato- 

fees for such services are not in all cases abolished. — 
Iu the acts incorporating the Oxford Rail Road Com- 
pany, and the Lackawaxen and Susquehanna Rail 
Hoa, the one passed in 1826, the other in 1828, both 
subsequent to the fee bill, to which others may Le added,

Reserving therefore the power to mect extraordinary 
instances, we think it perfectly consistent with that re- 
servation and betier calculated to promote the ends of 
justice, to adopt on this occasion the fee bill as our guide, 
and as the truest expressioa of legislative intention on 
the subject, im a case as to which we have no iuforma- 
tion either judicia!ly or otherwise, to give it a peculiar 
character. I have not referred to any distinction be- 
tween the sheriff and jurors in this case, though it is 
manif-st that generally, if not universally, the propriety 
of the reference tu the fee bill as a guidc, is stronger in 
the case of the sheriff, than in that of a jurer, The 
former voluatarily accepts and anxiously solicits the of- 
fice to which thisspccial duty is incivent. He often 
derives re profit from it, and is med te take it 
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with a full knowledge of its duties, responsibiliies and 
emol accepts it cum onere and may resign it 
at pleasure. Not so the juror. The process under which 
he acts is strictly compulsery, and hie compensation is 
rarely im proportion to the services he performs. While 
therefpre we re-assert our discretionary power, to be 
exercised when the occasion may require it, inthe case 
before us we take the fee bill as our guide, and direct 
the clerk to tax the costs in conformity to its provisions. 
We also direct that single costs ouly be ullowedagreea- 
bly to the principe! established by the Supreme Court, 
[4 Serg. & Raw. 51, and 15 do, 397.) where the court 
mm the one case decided, that when the same parties re- 
ferred two suits to the same arbitrators, who transacted 
business in each of the suits on the same day, they could 
be allowed but one day’s pay. And in the other, ap- 
plied the same principle to a witness. The Chief Jus- 
tice observing *‘ that it would be extraordinary indeed if 
he could demand for several days attendance when he 
attended but one. ‘The law admits of no such extrava- 
gancies,’’ The wiiness and arbitrators (and by analozy 
the sheriff and viewers) are to be paid a certain per 
diem allowance; and having received that they are en- 
titled tono more. So in the case of a justice of the 
peace [6 Bin. 397.] the same principle which governs 
all the cases is recognized—it having been there deci- 
ded, that he is not entiticd to his fees as a witness an the 
first day of the court, because it is his duty to altead to 
make a return of his recognizances. 
The bill was taxed at $108 99 in both cases. 
[Nutional Gazette. 
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We noticed, some time since, the en- 
gravings executed for the fourth number of 
Captain Cuttps’ Views of Pattapetenta. 
They have since been published, accom- 
panied by descriptions; and we can repeat, 
with strict justice, that we have never seen 
a work, on a similar plan, more deserving 
of encouragement.

A committee of nine has lately been appoint- 
ed, by the Academy of Medicine, at Paris, to 
examine the project of a law to suppress Mep1- 
caAL Juries, and restore the CHamBeErRs of 
DiscipLtine. The Courier Francais denounces 
the design, as a scheme of the government to 
establish an undue influence over the MEDICAL 
Facutty. We give a specimen of the mode of 
attack adopted, and the evils foretold as certain 
to proceed from the adoption of the measure:— 
** Should a Corporation for Physicians be creat- 
ed, it will augment fees. The Council will lav 
down rules which will bind the whole of the 
profession. This abuse does not depend exclu- 
sively on the limited number, but also on the 
spirit of Corporations, which tends continually 
to reduce the wishes of individuals to obedience 
to the interest of the Corporation. The reign 
of these bodies is the sovereignty of mediocrity. 
Men without talents gain reputation by the 
choice of these bodies; to their selection a scien- 
tific reputation is attached, while the election 
will be determined by the care of certain indivi- 
duals to please their colleagues, or of exertions 
to uphold the Corporation privileges. Have we 
not seen an honourable Corporation raise a sta- 
tue to one of its members for obtaining extended 
privileges for the Corporation? We know not

The fourteenth number of LittrEe.y’s 

Rxeuietovs Magazine, just published, con- 
tains a highly interesting article on the works 
and character of Parry, taken from the 
Quarterly Review, and worthy of that jour- 
nal inits best days. These, it must be con. 
fessed, are past. In spite of Gurrorp’s vio- 
lent political prejudices, and the defects of 
his temper, his literary integrity was above 
suspicion. Without the confidence thus 
acquired, an editor may seek in vain the 
aid of such contributors as he always 
seemed to have at command. Money alone 
will not procure them, From the article 
to which we have alluded, we are tempted 
to extract the passage in which Patey’s 
peculiar mode of treating the evidences of 
Chiistianity is described. 
We think it next to impossible for a candid 
unbeliever to read the evidences of Paley, in 
their proper order, unshaken. iis Natural 
Theology will open the heart that it may under- 
stand, or at least receive the scriptures, if any 
thing can. It is philosophy in its highest and 
noblest sense; scientific, without the jargon of 
science; profound, but so clear that its depth is 
disguised. ‘there is nothing of the ‘* budge 
Doctor’? here; speculations which will con- 
vince, if aught will, that ‘*in the beginning 
God created the heaven and the earth,’’ are 
made familiar as household words. They are 
brought home to the experience of every man, 
the most ordinary observer on the facts of 
nature with which he is daily conversant. A 
thicker clothing, for instance, is provided in 
winter for that tribe of animals which are co- 
vered with fur. Now, in these days, such an 
assertion would be backed by an appeal to 
some learned Rabbi of a Zoological Society, 
who had written a deep pamphlet upon what 
he would probably call the Theory of Hair.— 
But to whom does Paley refer us? To any 
dealer in rabbit skins? The curious contrivance 
in the bones of birds, to unite strength with 
lightness, is noffed. ‘The bore is larger, in 
proportion to the weight of the bone, than in 
other animals; it is empty; the substance of 
the bone itself is of a closer texture. For 
these facts, any ** operative’? would quote Sir 
Everard Home, or Professor Cuvier, by way 
of giving a sort of philosophical eclat to the 
affair, and throwing a little learned dust in the 
eyes of the public. Paley, however, advises 
you to make your own observations, when you 
happen to be engaged in the scientific operation 
of picking the leg or wing of a chicken. The 
very singular correspondence between the two 
sides of any animal, the right hand answering 
to the left, and so on, is touched upon, as a 
proof of a contriving Creator, anda very striking 
one it is. Well! we have a long and abstruse 
problem in chances worked out to show that it 
was so many millions, and so many odd thou- 
sands to one, that accident could -not eve pee- 
duced the phenomenon; not a bit of it. Paley 
(who was probably scratching his head at the 
moment) offers no other confirmation of his as- 
sertion, than that it is the most Gifficult thing in 
the world to get a wig made even, seldom as it 
is that the face is made awry. The circulation 
of the blood, and the provision for its getting 
from the heart to the extremities and back again, 
affords a singular demonstration of the Maker 
of the body being an admirable Master both of 
mechanics and hydrostatics. But what is the 
language in which Paley talks of this process?— 
technical?—that mystical nomenclature of Dia- 
forius, which frightens country patients out of 
their wits, thinking, as they very naturally do, 
that a disease must be very horrid which involves 
such very horrid names? Hear our anatomist 
from Giggleswick. 

The * aorta of a whale is larger in the bore 
than the main-pipe of the water-works at Lon- 
don Bridge; and the roaring in the passage 
through that pipe is inferior, in impetus and 
velocity, to the blood gushing from the whale’s 
heart.”’ 

He cares not whence he fetches his illustra- 
tions, provided they are to the purpose. The 
laminw of the feathers of birds are kept together 
by teeth that hook into one another, ‘‘as a latch 
enters into the catch, and fastens a door. The 
eyes of the mole are protected by being very 
small, and buried deep in a cushion of skin, so 
that the apertures leading to them are like pin 
ho-es in a piece of velvet, scarcely pervious to 
loose particles of earth. ‘the snail wjthout 
wings, feet, or thread, adheres to a stock by a 
provision of sticking-plaster. The lobster, as 
he grows, is furnished with a way of uncasing 
himself of his buckler, and drawing his legs 
out of his boots when they become too small for 
him. 

In this unambitious manner does Paley prose- 
cute his high theme, draw ing, as it were, philo- 
sophy from the clouds.

| the Commandant of the Morro for permission to 
proceed to the city with two casks for water, 
which he understood was granted, not under- 
standing the Spanish language. He proceeded 
up, and was arrested as soon as he landed on 
the wharf—was taken baek by the orders of 
the Commandant of the Morro, and in his pre- 
| sence, and by his authority, received twenty- 
| five lashes, in a most berbarous and inhuman 
manner, being placed on a platform made use 
of for cruninals, and his body lacerated in the 
inost shameful manner—add to which Captain 
Morris is in a bad state of health; and when 
taken to the place of punishment, so ignorant 
was he of any misconduct, that his impression

In the New Yorn Gazettes, of yester- 
day, we find the following extract of a let- 
ter from Mr. Bexsamix Roaers, to Dr.

York. He is the man whose name was at- 
tached to the famous story of the sea ser- 
pent in the year 1821.

It was merely this: Capt. D. master of the 
sloop Nancy, of Salem, from Sedgwick, 
Me. in 1821, was bound into Salem harbor. 
On passing the eastern point of Cape Ann, 
he was called from the cabin by an old pi- 
lot then om board and at the helm, whose 
name was Fowes. Now, said the old son 
of Neptune, we will give the Salemites a 
fish story. See here Capt. Dixon, imme- 
diately on the starboard side is a range of 
small rocks near each other, about seventy 
fect in length from east to west, covered 
with sea weed and barnacles, which will 
answer for the bunches and scales of a sea 
serpent’s back, and on your compass is a 
picture representing a serpent with its jaws 
extended, and shewing its forked tongue.-— 
His head is now in sight, and above the ves- 
sel’s quarter in height. Take it altogether, 
said the veteran mariner, this is just the 
touch for the famous behevers in witchcraft. 
On the arrival of the sloop, the pilot told 
the story in glowing certainty. The Cap- 
tain being called upon to verify, says, that in 
a joke he assented ; little thinking his name, 
with vouchers, was to be transported to all 
parts of the country wherever the mail and 
newspapers travel.”’ 


CONGRESS. 
In the Senate, on Tuesday, Mr. Bextown gave 
notice that he would to-morrow, introduce a 
bill for the gradual increase of the Engineer 
Corps, and for other purposes. At half past 
twelve, the Senate proceeded to the considera- 
tion of Executive business. 
In the House of Representatives, on Tuesday, 
Mr. McKean, from the Committee on the Post 
Office and Post Roads, reported a Bill amenda- 
tory of the Post Office Law, which repeals so 
much of the existing law as imposes upon Post- 
masters the obligation of distributing the mails 
on Sunday. Accompanying this bill, was a re- 
port on the subject of the transportation of the 
mails on Sunday, which, in its tone and decision 
is adverse, to the prayer of those whose desire 
to interrupt it on that day. There was some 
conversation, not amounting to a discussion, up- 
on a motion of Mr. McKew to print 6000 ex- 
tra copies of the report, but the motion was 
nally laid on che table. 
The House then took up the bill from the Se- 
nate to authorize the purchase and distmbution 
of 500 copies of Gordon’s Digest of the Laws, 
which was opposed, on the question of its third 
reading, but was finally passed by a vote 96 to 
79. 

The house then resumed, in Committee of the 

Whole on the state of the Union, the discussion 
of the bill for the preservation and repair of the 
Cumberland road. — 
Mr. Mercer commenced his reply to the ar- 
guments against the bill, and after speaking 
about an hour and a half, gave way for a motion 
that the Committee rise. He will of course con- 
tinue his reply to-day. 

About half an hour had elapsed afier the hour 
of meeting, before a quorum of the House was 
ascertained to be present. 

A Resolution was laid on the table, by Mr. 
BARRINGER, to be acted on, appointing to-mor- 
row for the election of a printer to the House 
for the next Congress: and another resolutipn 
was offered by Mr. Witpr, which also lies on 
the table until to-day, providing that no person 
who has been engaged, or :aterested in, a pub- 
lic newspaper, within the last 2 years, shall be 
eligible to the office of public printer. 


UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 

Tuespary, Fes. 3.—Pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, the Court met this morning at the Capitol. 
Present, as on yesterday. 

Proclamation being made, the Court was 
opened. , 

Mr. Justice Stony delivered the opinion of the 
Court in No. 26— William C. Gardner, plaintiff 
below, vs. John A. Collins and others; on a 
certificate of a division in opinion of the Judges 
of the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Rhode Island district. Ordered to be certified 
to the said Circuit Court, that the Plaintiff and 
those under whom he claims the estate in con- 
troversy, are heirs at law of Mary C. Gardner, 
the intestate, and that judgment ought to be 
given for the’ Plaintiff in the cause. 

Mr. Justice Story delivered the opinion of 
the Court in No. 18. Abraham Venable et ai. 
appellants, vs. Bank of the United States; on 
an appeal from the Circuit Court of the United 
States for Kentucky district.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE, 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, FEB. 2. 

Resolved, That the committee on inland navi- 
gation and internal improvement be directed to 
inquire into the expediency of creating a board 
of public works for the purpose of preserving 
and improving the internal improvement fund, 
and of directing the disbursement of such por- 
tions of it, as well as all other sums which the 
legislature may, from time to time, direct to be 
applied to objects of internal improvement, and 
w A for the appointment of a principal engineer, 
and such other purposes as may necessarily de- 
volve on them. 

The House resolved itself into committee of 
the whole, on the resolution relative to suspen- 
ding operations on the Columbia and Philadel- 
phia Rail Road.* After some time the speaker 
resumed the chair, and the chairman reported 
progress and asked leave to sit again. A motion 
was then made by Mr. Snyder, that the commit- 
tee of the whole be discharged from the further 
consideration of the bill, and that it be commit- 
ted to the committee on inland navigation and 
internal improvement. This motion being under 
consideration, Mr. Kerr moved to amend it by 
adding the following words: ‘‘and that the com- 
mittee be instructed to enquire intc the expe- 
diency of terminating the Pennsylvania Rail 
Road at the Schuylkill, at or near the place 
where the same crosses said river, agreeable to 
the present location of said road, and giving to 
companies, duly constituted by law, authority to 
construct branches of the same along the west- 
ern side of the Schuylkill, as well as on the route 
at present located to Vine and Broad streets, 
and thence to the Delaware river, and to conduct 
the said branches over bridges to be erected by 
them at the point on Judge Peters’ farm, and at 
a point on the Schuylkill above Market street, 
and immediately opposite to the city of Phila- 
deJphia, or at other points best calculated to 
promote the prosperity of said city, and the in- 
terest and convenience of its citizens:’’ which 
was determined in the affirmative. The com- 
mittee of the whole were then discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject, and the 
resolution was referred to the committee on in- 
land navigation with special instructions. —Ame- 
merican Sentinel.

Tue Parcet or Forcen Nores.—We 
mentioned in our last the seizure of a parcel 
containing £1160, in forged £5 Bank of Eng- 
land notes, which had been sent by coach from 
Birmingham. Mr. Lavender, on opening the 
parcel, found that the notes were enveloped in 
avumber of leaves, evidently torn out of a 
school copy-book ; from each of which the name 
of the writer had been carefully cut, in order to 
prevent detection. Mr. Lavender, however, 
thought it probable that the police of Birming- 
ham might be enabled, by these leaves, to trace 
out the party who had sent the parcel: he 
therefere sent them, together with the envelop 
of the parcel, and the lid of an old band-box, 
which had been also used in making it up, to 
the Birmingham police-office, where the whole 
underwent a very rigid scrutiny. It was there 
discovered that the person who had cut off the 
name from the copy-book leaves had, in one 
case, left the tops of an 8, which had evidently 
been the initial letter of the christian name, and

directed towards a man named Corbett, who 
resided about two miles from Birmingham, and 
was previously well known to them. On search-

They found also an old band-box without a lid, 
and exectly corresponding, in size and appear- 
ance, with the lid which had been used in making 
up the parcel.
